Councillors want long-standing 
business to fork over $50,000 


Rosehill 
Auction asks 
for extension 
on finalizing 
site plan, 
Steckley and 
Hill want letter 
of credit 
upfront

It's possible that Rosehill 
Auction will be asked to set 
aside $50,000, if the local 
business wants to be grant¬ 
ed a four-month extension 
to complete its site plan for 
improvements made at its 
facility on Garrison Road. 

Although the report was 
tabled until next week's reg¬ 
ular council meeting, the 
matter was discussed for 
nearly an hour on Monday 
night. 

In July, council gave the 
local business a deadline of 
Dec. 31 to submit its third 
site plan, following changes 
requested by the Town of 
Fort Erie, the Niagara 
Region and the Ministry of 
Transportation (MTO). 

Stormwater management 
issues that are the responsi¬ 
bility of the MTO to oversee 
are the cause for the delay 
in the company meeting the 
deadline set for the end of 
the year. 

But representatives from 
the business explained that 
meeting has been sched¬ 
uled for this week. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley was the first mem¬ 
ber of council to weigh in 
on the matter, suggesting 
that the local business 
should be held accountable 
to the tune of $50,000 if the 
extension is granted and 
they are not prepared with a 
site plan once that date 
arrives. 

"I don't want to set a prec¬ 
edent, that people think 
they can just come to the 
Town and ask for an exten¬ 
sion," said Steckley. 

He then asked director of 


community and develop¬ 
ment services Rick Brady, 
what would be the best 
course of action to take. 

Brady recommended fil¬ 
ing a letter of credit, that 
would result in the business 
having to pay if by April 30, 
the plan was not put in 

Carlo Guerra, the project 
manager who spoke on 
behalf of the local business, 
cautioned to provide any 
sort of opinion on the rec¬ 
ommendation put forward 
by Steckley. 

"We would want to seek 
legal counsel on that," said 
Guerra. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
asked Brady how it can be 
determined that if the 
extension is given, in four 
months the business will 
have formulated a complete 

"It's simply a matter of 
trust that they would do it," 
responded Brady, who rec¬ 
ommended going the route 
of a letter of credit, instead 
of asking the business to 
fork over $50,000 in cash, 
on the spot. 

"It doesn't cost $50,000 to 
post a letter of credit... how¬ 
ever, it does represent a risk 
to the applicant," said 
Brady. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was the first member of 
council to explain his oppo¬ 
sition to the recommenda¬ 
tion put forward by 
Steckley. 

With Rosehill Auction 
having 40 years of success 
in the local business world, 
he found it impossible to 
support. 

"This isn't some company 
coming in from outside our 
community. This is an 
established business," said 
Shular. 

"To propose this for a 
company that's been here 
so long, I don't think it's 
right," added Shular. 

Mayor Doug Martin also 
strongly disagreed with the 
position councillors Hill 
and Steckley were taking on 
the issue.

He referred to the Town's 
strategic plan, where one of 
the efforts the municipality 
designated itself to take is 
encouraging existing busi¬ 
nesses to undertake expan¬ 
sion efforts. 

"This is a small business 
that grew to be successful 
and we'd like to keep them 
here and keep them suc¬ 
cessful," said Martin. 

"I don't support putting 
this extra burden on this 
business right now," added 
Martin. 

In the summer, council 
voted in favour of giving the 
local business a six-month 
extension. Therefore, Coun. 
Hill is weary that when the 
latest potential extension 
expires, they will have to 
make the same request. 

"Are we going to be saying 
in four months, let's give 
them that opportunity 
again?" 

Hill continued by saying 
that the Town needs to work 
with its business partners, 
but also it needs to work 
both ways and if a deadline 
can't be met, then it's time 
to consider a final decision 
on the proposed improve¬ 
ments at the local business. 

"I think it's time to fish, or 
cut bait," said Hill. 

Interim chief administra¬ 
tive officer Ron Tripp spoke 
up at the meeting, saying he 
wanted to make it clear that 
progress has been made 
since the last extension was 
given and will continue. 

"There's work that has 
been done and I wouldn't 
want council to discount 
that," said Tripp.

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Shular and Passero want action taken on Kinsmen Pool

Even though the Kinsmen 
Pool was not listed as a line 
item in the 2013 budget pre¬ 
sented to council on 
Wednesday, it was a topic 
that garnered a fair amount 
of conversation. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was the first to raise con¬ 
cerns, saying although it was 
not expected to be included 
as a potential expense in 
2013, he wants to know what 
the next steps are. 

"I know the public is look¬ 
ing for an overall answer," 
said Shular. 

He said it is time to make 
a decision... either tear 
down the 45-year-old facili¬ 
ty or formulate a plan to res¬ 
urrect the public swimming 
facility from the dead. 

The pool did not open this 
summer, due it being in dis¬ 
repair and the municipality 
not having enough money 
to save it, despite a wave of 
pleas from the community 


and a fundraising commit- 

Ron Tripp, the Town of 
Fort Erie's interim chief 
administrative officer said 
the municipality is currently 
"in limbo" when it comes to 
this matter, waiting to find 
out if fundraising efforts are 
successful enough to re¬ 
open the pool. 

Shular also asked why the 
pool is still filled with stag¬ 
nant water. 

The Town's director of 
facilities management Sean 
Hutton said it is a safety pre¬ 
caution. 

If for some reason any 
trespassers entered the pool 
deck and fell in, the water 
would prevent a much more 
serious outcome. 

"It's quite a deep pool," 
said Hutton. 

"For that reason, we've 
left the pool flooded with 
water." 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero has plenty of expe¬ 
rience with this issue, con¬ 
sidering he was a founding 
member of the fundraising 


committee, before he was 
elected to council in 2010. 

Like the water that cur¬ 
rently sits in the pool, 
Passero said fundraising

That's because the munic¬ 
ipality has not set aside any 
funds for the project that 
would cost about two mil¬ 
lion dollars to create a new 
aquatic facility. 

He says there are grants 
and funding opportunities, 
but not without a commit¬ 
ment from council first since 
most sources are reluctant 
to get involved if there isn't 
matching local funds. 

"Once again, we have no 
money to take advantage of 
that," said Passero. 

"You can't expect a fund¬ 
raising group to go out and 
come up with that kind of 
money, with out council 
putting some skin in the 
game.” 

Passero also said the same 
attitude is usually shared by 
the business community, 
who are not willing to com¬ 


mit a large sum of money to 
a project like this unless 
they know it will come to 
fruition. 

"People are more willing 
to come forward if they 
know a project is happen¬ 
ing." 

One of the biggest con¬ 
tributors to the lack of funds 
for the pool, is council's 
decision last year to spend 


$1.4 million on the Point 
Abino Lighthouse restora¬ 
tion, he said. 

If the money spent on 
improvements to the histor- 

reserve funds last year was 
replaced, local children still 
might be able to look for¬

"I don't have a lot of fami¬ 


lies calling and asking when 
the next tour of the light¬ 
house is," said Passero after 
the budget meeting. 

The councillor said he 
hopes council can come 
with a plan to replenish 
reserves and find a way 
offer the community a n 
aquatic facility in 2014.

and the doctor always asks 
me why I’m there. They 
keep telling me I’m fine and 
that there’s no problems.” 

When he received his 
transplant typically the life 
of the kidney was about five 
to 10 years, with the odd 
one having a longer life¬ 
time. He was also taking 22 
pills a day, which has now 
been decreased to eight 
pills a day. 

“At the time I didn’t know 
if all this would be worth it, 
but it's really worked.” 


He has had the opportu¬ 
nity to see one of his kids 
get married and currently is 
expecting his first grand¬ 
child on Christmas day. 

Barber and his wife Lynn 
have three children togeth¬ 
er, Amanda, Brian and 
Courtney. 

If something were to go 
wrong with his kidney now, 
he would still be able to 
receive a kidney from his 
wife, who matched two out 
of the six criteria that was 
needed to donate. The kid¬ 


ney he received was a five 
out of six match. 

Both Lynn and Fred 
stressed the importance of 
signing your donor card. 

"Being a donor really 
does make a difference,” 
said Lynn. 

Canada has one of the 
lowest organ donor rates in 
the Western world - about 
15 donors per million 
inhabitants, half the rate of 
the US and many European 
countries. 

Twenty years ago he was 


able to receive his kidney in 
less than three years. Today 
in Ontario the average wait 
time for a kidney is 4.5 
years, which has Ontario 
ranking second in Canada 
for the longest median wait 
time. 

In Canada, Canadians 
play s postal code lottery, 
lingering on unequal wait¬ 
ing lists managed by each 
province. Canada does not 
have a centralized national 
list for people who need a 
new organ.

Martin said he is willing to 
give the business as much 
time as it needs, as it waits 
for further approvals from 
the Region and the MTO. 

"It could be months until 
they get anything back," said 
Martin. 

The mayor then aimed his 
comments at Hill's sugges¬

bait." 

He said that is not the atti¬ 
tude council should have 
when dealing with local 
companies. 

"If you don't like our rules, 
then get out of here... that's a 
terrible thing to be saying to 
the businesses trying to sur¬ 
vive in Fort Erie," said 
Martin. 

Steckley, who is in his sixth 
year as a local councillor, 
said this issue has been 
drawn on too long. 

"This matter has been 
before me for at least five of 
those six years," said 
Steckley. 

Hill went back to his com¬ 
ment about severing ties 
with businesses if they don't 
co-operate and said that it 
wasn't his intention to con¬ 
vey a negative attitude when 
dealing with them. 

"I'm fully supportive of 
working with businesses," 
said Hill. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero agreed with Martin 
and Shular, saying this is not 
the right direction to take 
with a company that wants 
to expand its site and further 
its success. 

Earlier in the meeting, the 
term "adding teeth" to the 
agreement was raised, but 
Passero said that isn't what 
this recommendation would 
do. 

"This is adding hoops for 
people to jump through," 
said Passero 

"This is not the time we 
should be doing these types 
of things."

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'It's disgusting , 1 says victim's wife

The victim in Friday’s hit 
and run in Stevensville is 
recovering and could be 
back on his feet in about a 
month, said his wife. 

Paul Ennis, an 82-year- 
old lawyer from Fort Erie, 
was crossing the street at 
the Stevensville Rd. and 
Main St. intersection with 
his wife, Shirley, when he 
was struck by a car making 

Shirley said she was 
walking behind and her 
husband was crossing at 
the intersection with the 
right of way when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. 

"When I saw him lying in 
the road I think I went into 
shock,” said Shirley on 
Monday. "I pounded on 
the hood of the car to stop. 
I was worried about my 
husband.” 

She said two men came 


over to help Ennis, who 
was lying in the middle of 
the road. Shirley said she 
briefly spoke to the female 
driver before she fled the 

“She said she was going 
to park her car, but she 
never came back,” Shirley 
said. “I think it’s disgust¬ 
ing." 

Paul, who recently cele¬ 
brated 50 years as a lawyer 
at his Fort Erie-based firm 
had undergone knee sur¬ 
gery at Greater Niagara 
General Hospital over the 
weekend and was sched¬ 
uled for a CT scan on 
Monday. 

“He’s black and blue in 
quite a few places,” said 
Shirley. "If his bone doesn’t 
heal, they’ll have to give 
him a new knee.” 

A best case scenario, she 
said, is for him to be back 
on his feet within four to 
six weeks. 

Allison Rockey, a server 
at Mae’s Place, said the 


couple had just finished 
eating inside the 
Stevensville Rd. restaurant 
around 6:15 p.m. 

Rockey made the 911 call 
when another server told 
her paramedics were need¬ 
ed. 

She said when she found 
out the driver had left pre¬ 
maturely, she was “horri¬ 
fied”. 

“People don’t realize this 
is someone’s father, some¬ 
one’s grandfather,” she 

As of Monday afternoon, 
Niagara Regional Police 
were still looking for the 
suspect. 

The driver of the car is 
believed to be a young, 
white female. The vehicle 
is described as small and 
dark in colour with possi¬ 
ble front-end damage, said 
Const. Richard Gadreau, 
NRP’s social-media officer.
